Contemptuous about PSK 2013 


This is basically what went down: 
After a six year break, we gathered outsi- 


de Arsta Partihallar in November 2012 to 
rehearse a set for PSK 2013. 

Basically, everything was as usual; Reidar 
was pissed out of his head and literally 
fell out of a taxi, holding a beer. Some- 
how, he managed to both become hungo- 
ver, and then drunk again during the very 
same practice.
